The man over 50 thinks in term s of the past, functions iii 
the manner of the past, and goes blundering along towards the grave. 
It is a terrible error and must he changed if civilization is to endure.” 
The world’s ten classic blunders due to human stupidity, were named 
by Pitkin as: 
I. The creation of the world. 
The Irish race’s persistence in raising potatoes. 
M ussolini’s dictum to increase the population of Italy. 
Prohibition. 
Civil War. 
The World War. 
AII other wars. 
Lord Kitchener’s conduct during the world war. 
Napoleon’s Moscow cam paign. 
The deportment of all farmers. 
“The tragedy of the world war, for example, can he attributed di­ 
rectly to doddering minds.” Pitkin said. 
“When the war broke out Clemenceau was 73, II Oldenburg was (iii, 
Moltko was 65, Kitchener was 64; Foch was 63, Joffre was 62, Asquith was 
62 and W ilson w as 58.

E X PE C T BUDGET APPRO VED BY 
SENATE TO B E RECEIVED 
IN DISFAVOR 


P aris, 
March 
31 —(U.E)—The 
1932 
budget as approved by the senate es­ 
tim atin g total receipts at 41,087,273,000 
francs 
($1,643,490,920) 
and 
expendi­ 
tu res of 41,033,386,000 francs ($1,643,- 
335,440) was referred to the cham ber 
of deputies today for final slight re­ 
vision. 
If the cham ber approves the bill, the 
budget will be voted with little tim e 
to spare before the legal period end­ 
ing April I. 
The senate approved 
new 
im port 
taxes in addition to present tariffs es­ 
tim ated to produce 400,000,000 francs 
revenue 1(16,000,000) besides restrict­ 
ing imports. A two per cent tax on 
r a w products, fpur per cent on sem i­ 
finished products, and six per cent on 
finished products w ere approved. The 
governrnent also announced th at the 
contingent, or quota, system of im ­ 
p orts would be applied to readym ade 
clothing, hats, textile threads, card ­ 
board, and certain 
iron 
and 
steel 
products. 
The senate approved the budget a f­ 
te r num erous sessions lasting at tim es 
fo r 20 or more hours. Both senate and 
ch a m b e r worked at, high pitch to get 
various clauses into line. The old bud­ 
get expires tom orrow and the new 
m easure will cover nine months only, 
u ntil end the present financial year. 
The new budget w as not consid­ 
ered likely to be received with great 
satisfaction, although it shows a m a r­ 
gin on the credit side of a few h u n ­ 
dred thousand francs. Financial crit­ 
ics believe it finally will show a big 
deficit. M. Lemoreaux, radical deputy 
w ho w as budget rep o rter under P re ­ 
m ie r P ierre Laval, estim ated the defi­ 
cit would be about $400,000,000 at the 
end of December. H e w arned th at the 
governm ent would be forced to bor­ 
row heavily for the first time since 
R aym ond Poincare stabilized the franc 
in 1926.

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FACTS OF RAILROAD OPERATION— 


The outstanding features of railroad operation in 1931 were 


recently summarized by Dr. Julius H. Parmelee, director, Bureau of 


Railway Economics. 
These facts, among others, were produced: 
The level of freight movement in 1931 was down to that of 


1921. 
Total passenger-miles were less than any year since 1904. 


Total operating revenues were 21 per cent below 1930, and 


were lower than in any previous year since 1917. 


Net railway operating income was 4 0 per cent under 1930. 
Rate of return on railway investment was 1 .9 8 per cent, as 


compared with 3 .3 6 per cent and 4 .8 4 per cent in 1 9 3 0 and 1929, 


respectively. 
The index of railway efficiency was higher than in any year 


from 1 9 2 0 to 1929, inclusive, and five factors of railyay performance 


made new records during the year. 
To get the full force of these facts, it should be remembered 


that the railroads were prevented from making an adequate return 


on investment even during years of inflated prosperity. 
Thus, they 


are in a very different position from industries which, while suffering 


bad times now, made large profits during the good years. The relation 


of railroad taxes to earnings steadily rises and more and more railroad 


business goes to competing transport agencies, some subsidized by the 


government, and all either unregulated or half regulated. 


Even in the face of adversity the rails were able to make new 


records in efficiency and service to the public. 
But unless something 


*’*: done to relieve the lines of their unfair burdens they will not be able 


to do this much longer. 
The inevitable result will be a 
drop in the 


standard of service and severe railroad retrenchment— and the public 


will, In the long run, fee the one to suffer when that happens.

GRAND OPERA LOSSES— 


New York’s famous Metropolitan Opera Company may have to 


suspend operations for next year. 
During the past season it averaged 


a loss of $ 3 0 0 0 on each 
performance, and it wound up just half a 


million dollars in the red. 
This, of course, is due to the depression. 
And yet not all 


amusement enterprises .h fve suffered that severely. 
Big league base­ 


ball last summer had only a small drop in income. 
Boxing still makes 


money, whenever a really good fight is presented. 
Hockey has been 


thriving, the wrestling trust shows a fat profit, and the girl-and music 


presentations of such men as Ziegfeld, White and Carroll have done 


I airly well. 
Grand opera, then, seems to be in a class apart as a money- 


lo ser; and beyond doubt we shall be hearing shortly that this is a 


distressing reflection of the nation’s philistinism,' a sad indication of its 


inability to appreciate good music. 
Part of that, very likely, is true. 
Yet things aren’t quite as 


bad as they seem. 
The average American, when you get right down to it, is 


apathetic toward grand opera not so much because he is a hopeless 


lowbrow as because that particular art-form is, in this country, essen­ 


tially an alien growth. 
It has been thrust on him from above. 
It is 


not related to anything in his background. 
First of all, it is almost invariably delivered in a language that 


he cannot understand. 
You might note that in such opera-loving 


countries as Italy and Germany this is not the case. 
As dramatic en­ 


tertainment, it rates a flat zero with the American— quite properly 


when the emptiness of the “ b ook” .of the average opera is taken into 


consideration. 
Secondly, opera is an utterly archaic mode of artistic expres­ 


sion, as far as the twentieth century American 
is concerned. In a m a­ 


chine civilization it is as out of date as a coach-and-four. 
It 
is a pro 


duct of an entirely different kind of society. 
The Metropolitan doubtless will revive when good times come 


back. 
But it is to be doubted if grand opera ever really takes root in 


this country.

Senator LaFollette of Wisconsin is trying lo get early action 


on legislation which would provide fora nation-wide advisory refer­ 


endum vote on candidates for presidential nominations. 
Ihe vote 


would be held in advance of the two national conventions, and would 


be supposed to guide the delegates in their d elib era to r. 
There isn’t much chance that such a law will pass, to be sure; 


but it does contain a lot of good sound common sense. 
A nation-wide direct primary at which every man would cast 


his ballet, in his own party, for the candidate it prferred, would pre­ 


vent these hotel room deals that feature so many conventions, and 


would give the voters a much more direct chance of expressing them ­ 


selves. " It would, in a word, be infinitely more democratic than our 


present system. 
Isn’t the idea worth considering?
